The sheets of which it is composed are projected without reference 
to political divisions, and are designated bysome prominent town or natural 
feature foundonthem. Three scalesare used, 1: 62,500, 1:125,000, and 1: 250,000. 
These correspond, approximately, to 1 mile, 2 miles, and 4 miles to 1 linear 
inch on the map. The size,unless otherwise given, is about 17.5 inches in 
height by 11.5 to 16 inches in width, exclusive of the margin, the width vary- 
ing with the latitude.
